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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Walker et al. 

Walker et al. teaches a vending machine network. Examiner references Figure 1 which 
shows a server and a plurality of connected terminals. Examiner next references Figure 3, which 
is a detailed drawing of the server. Examiner notes that the server includes a database (310) 
which represents a service content and commodity databank. Examiner, finally references 
Figure 4, which is a detailed drawing of a vending machine with an input device, 410 (operation 
interface adapted to enable the user to select a desired commodity), a coin acceptor, 425, bill 
validator (425, 430) and a change dispenser (435) (an automatic change-giving machine adapted 
to receive coins and paper currency and to give correct change). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
